HIS OPINION
OF THE MASS

REV. W. A. M'KINNEY DISCUSSES
THE SACRIFICE.

Congregntion at Penn Avenue Bap-
tist Church Last Night Heard Dis-
course Upon the Celebration of the
Mass—Rev. McKinney Approves
the Allegorical Idea of the Cere-
mony but Characterizes Its Per-
formance ns Illogicnl—Closer Union
Between Man and God.

“The Baerament of Mass" wna the
stibject upon which Rev, W, A, Mc-
Kinney dellvered an eloguent sermon
Inst night at the Penn avenue Baptist
church, Rev, McKinney commended the
doctrine of the mass, but found varlous
points to criticize in the method of Its
performance,

He prefaced his sermon with o de-
seription of the Interior of a Catholle
church and a detalled pleturing of the
sucrament of mass, and explained the
ceremonies of consecration, elevation,
breaking and communion. *“The wafer
and wine form, in the Roman churech,
i spivitual pregence,” sald Rev, Me-
Kinney, *a presence g of the spielt In
the body. Christ I8 supposed to exist
In the bread and wine,

“There are two supreme ldena in the
mass, the idea of sacrifice and of com-
munion, When the elements of the
communion are offered by the priest to
God, the congregation belleves that the
sacrifice of Jesus Is actually being held,
that it is a propltintory sacritice, It Is
not a redeeming sacrifice. The cross
did thut, but this applies the redemption
to the heart. This whole ceremony I8
in direct contradiction to that para-
graph In the epistle to the Hebrews
which says ‘A sacrifice shall be made,
once for all.'

“I wish you would try 'lo imagine
the thoughts of the communicant as he
goes to the altar rall, after having
confessed his sing, and then comes back
to his seat, after partaking of the host
and chalice, He belleves he has par-
taken of the flesh and blood of Christ,
Can you Imagine his feelings, as he
thinks he encases the body of Christ?
How superior to mundane matters he
must feel, how far above the sordid
things of life,

“But though this doctrine is to bhe
commended, one must say that the sav-
rament of mass not only violates our
reason, but violates all the rules of
logic and thought. If the body and
blood of Christ are really present, the
priest has made them so. He has
worked a miracle, which is constantly
being wrought by many men, some of
them, not all, disreputable men. Just
think of it, a mun has created god.

“It I8 not my purpose, however, to
tear down doctrine, but rather to try
to teach the love of Christ. Think ot
Christ in man, and the many scriptural
injunections which teach us that Jesus

ls within. Christian life is a sacred
thing, and throughout it, we should
alwoys carry Christ with us., Every

action we do, Is the result of Impulse
every word we speak comes through a
mouth possessed by Christ.

“How often we are more profane,
more sacreligious than the devout Cath-
olle. How often we degrade the Lord,
by mixing thoughts of Him, with im-
pure and base ldeas, A spirit of light-
nesg and frivelity has come Into the
church, and makes little of our union
with Jesus.

BATTLE GROWING TENDENCY,

“If Christ i# In us, it behooves men to
lift themselves up, and battle the grow-
ing tendency to belittle initlatory rites;
Toe many persons, nowadays, join
churches, with no religious purposes,
but merely for social congenlality or
social advancement, as thelr highest
and most urgent motives,

“Our bodies are the temples of the
Holy Ghost, and there is in u®s that
most precious thing, the life of Jesus
Christ, entrusted to our care, Let us
vome to o realization of the real, vital,
spiritual truth of the reunion of Christ
with human life. Let us cherish it, as
our greater privilege, now and forever
to be truly called His own."

GOVERNMENT LOTTERIES.

Sure Sources of Popular Demoraliza-
tion and Vicious Habits.

Genoa, Correspondence  Cloelnnatl Com-
mercial.
The lottery gambling systen? was

created In thig clty in the elghteenth
century. From Genoa It has spread
over the entire continent of Europe, und
the masses of Austria and Germany
In particular lie entirely under its sway.
The lottery nowadays is as govern-
mental as the sale of opium, and equul-
ly as noxious In its Influence, But it
brings to the respective governments
milllons of pounds sterling regulurly
In commission profits, and it prevalls.

The procedure of the “lottery,” from
a governmentul point of view, Is very
simple. The state declares that a lol-
tery 18 to be held for, say $40,000, and
advertisements ure issued to the news-
papers, Then tlckets, like glorified
bank checks, are printed, bound up In
volumes, and f{ssued to the govern-
ment tobacco shops. The lottery 1s
advertised, and the masses are drawn
to the gamble ke flles to an empty
treacle cask,

The tickets are dealt out, The prices
rarely runge above a shilling per ticket,
The tobacconist recelves hils or her
small commission on the gales; the gov-
ernment does likewlise, but on 4 much
fuller geale,

The counterfolls of the tickets arve
duly collected by the govermmnent of-
ficlals, and the bitterly pathetic pro-
cedure—Dbitter, indeed, to those who
fully realige the horrid curge that the
lottery system really is—of drawing
the winner takes place on the appoint~
ed day.

The counterfolls are thrown Into a
wheel shaped urn, with sldes of gloss,
The wheel 18 seven feet in diameter
and four Meet In wildth., When filled
it 18 whirled round rapidly, and then
the trap door |8 partiully opened, and

We frequently hear the suggestion
thet the earth may some thime explode
fram the pent-up forces within, and we
often vead theorles about exploslons of
heavenly bodies, but the earth can nevs
er explode from its own pent-up forces.

powerful dynamite in the world. It is
n generally accepted and probably trus
theory that the whaole (L rior of the
earth |8 4 molten mass of rock and
metals heavier than the crust above,
and upon which the crust flouts in a

relutively thin layer. The thicknegs of :

the earth's crust within the great cons
tinents Is probably from fifty Lo one
hundred miles, If we estimele the
pressure exerted by the welght of one
mile of earth and rock al ten thougs
and pounds, which ls well within the
tiruth, then fifty mlles of earth would
exert o pregsure of about five hundred

thousand pounds, and one hundred
miles would exert o pressure of one
milllon pounds to the sguare (nch,

Now, us the pressure capable of belng
exerted by the most powerful dynamite,
exploded in o space equal to s own
volume, Is about three hundred thouss
ans to three hundred and fAfty thous-
and pounds, it Is evident that if the
whole Interior of the earth were filled
with dynamite, and exploded, It would
be capable of exerting a pressure only
about one-third great encugh to ralse
the continents or to digrupt the erust
of the eaxrth.—Hudfon Maxim In Wo-
wan's Home Companion.
